American student handed 26-year sentence in roommate's slaying

PERUGIA, Italy Amanda Knox sought com- 
fort from visiting family members Saturday 
on her first day in prison since being con- 
victed of murdering her British roommate. 

The family of victim Meredith Kercher 
said the verdict brought a measure of jus- 
tice. However, they said, it was not a time 
to celebrate. 

Knox, a 22-year-old college student from 
Seattle, was tired and upset after the mid- 
night verdict and sentence of 26 years in 
prison, according to family members and a 
lawyer who saw her. 

“Amanda, like the rest, is extremely disap- 
pointed, upset about the decision,” Knox’s 
mother, Edda Mellas, said after the visit to 
the prison just outside Perugia. “We told her 
that she’s gonna get out of here. It’s gonna 
take a little longer.” 

Knox and Kercher’s families came to this 
central Italian town for the verdict, which was 
announced at around midnight after 13 hours 
of deliberations. The court also convicted 


Knox’s _ co-defen- 
dant and former 
boyfriend, — Italian 
Raffaele Sollecito, 
and gave him a 25- 
year jail term for the 
murder. 

Knox and 
Sollecito are appeal- Amanda Knox 
ing the verdicts. 

“She couldn't sleep all night,” said lawyer 
Luciano Ghirga, who spent an hour with 
Knox at her jail just outside Perugia on 
Saturday morning. “She’s worried for her 
parents, too, but she is keeping the faith 
needed for the next steps.” 

Ghirga said Knox was kept under strict 
surveillance. He denied reports that she had 
been put under suicide watch, which is the 
standard practice in such cases. 

Kercher, 21, was Knox’s roommate while 
they studied in Perugia. 

Kercher’s body was found in a pool of 
blood with her throat slit on the morning of 


The prosecutors say that on the night 

of the murder, Nov. 1, 2007, Knox and 
Sollecito met at the apartment where 
Kercher and Knox lived. They say a fourth 
person was there, Rudy Hermann Guede, 
an Ivory Coast citizen who has been 
convicted in the murder and sentenced 
to 30 years in prison. The prosecution 
says Knox and Kercher started arguing 
and the three brutally attacked and 
sexually assaulted the Briton. They were 
acting, according to the prosecution, 
under “the fumes of drugs and possibly 
alcohol.”

SYDNEY Two stars of the reality TV show “I’m 
a Celebrity ... Get Me Out of Here” have been 
charged with animal cruelty after allegedly 
killing and cooking a rat to eat during film- 
ing.

In a statement to The Associated Press, 
New South Wales state police said Sunday 
that two men, ages 33 and 30, were charged 
with animal cruelty for acts in connection to 
the program but did not give names or other 
details.

The show's producer, ITV, confirmed in a 
statement that “the New South Wales RSPCA 
are currently looking into an incident in which 
a rat was killed in the camp.” 

“The killing of a rat for a performance is 
not acceptable.

Get out 
your salt, 
shovels— 
snow Is 
expected

With forecasts of snow expected to affect 
rush-hour traffic Monday morning, and 
a winter storm predicted for this week, 
some Chicagoans decided it would be 
a good idea if they spent part of their 
Sunday shopping for salt and snowblow- 
ers. 

Others, of course, will wait until they 
actually see snow piling up on driveways 
and sidewalks. 

After all, Chicagoans know the weath- 
er is anything but predictable. 

“In Chicago, few people pre-act,” 
said Mike Sokol, an associate manager 
at Home Depot on North Avenue. 
“Everyone reacts.” 

The store is ready for the influx of 
desperate salt seekers when and if snow 
arrives this week. It has nearly 3,000 bags 
of salt on hand. 

“T’ve got to get this done,” said Frank 
Thomas, 61, of Andersonville, who was 
buying a bag of ice-melt that had chemi- 
cals that wouldn’t harm pets. “Ifyou wait 
till the right time —when there is snow— 
you won't find anything.” 

Tim Reardon of Lakeview also fig- 
ured Sunday was the perfect day to buy a 
snow-thrower. “I find Home Depot is 
usually empty during Bears games,” he 
said. 

According to the National Weather 
Service, a dusting of snow is expected 
between 4 a.m. and noon Monday, pos- 
sibly affecting traffic in the morning, 
meteorologist Andy Boxell said. 

But another winter storm forecast 
to start late in the afternoon or early in 
the evening Tuesday—in some places to 
include snow, rain and sleet—could bring 
4 to 5 inches of snow across the down- 
town area by midday Wednesday. 

In some parts of the Chicagoland 
area, the accumulation may reach 
6 to Io inches.

An especially wicked traffic bottleneck should 
start to clear later this week on the busy down- 
town stretch of the Kennedy Expressway, when 
three newly constructed ramps and one lane in 
each direction are set to reopen. 

It’s a cheerful holiday season construction 
update for commuters who have complained 
since summer of traffic being affected clear 
back to the Edens Expressway, which created 
its own logjam for drivers a year ago when that 
highway was resurfaced through the northern 
suburbs. 

Adding to the pain, the Kennedy ramp recon- 
struction project is months behind schedule 
and running $3 million over its $9.3 million 
budget, according to the Illinois Department 
of Transportation. The original completion 
date was Nov. 15, but work will not wrap up until 
spring, officials said. 

The low point was reached Oct. 14 when 
pavement near Adams Street erupted due toa 
construction mishap in an abandoned freight 
tunnel below. Consequently, two highway lanes 
were shut down for most of the day on the sec- 
tion of the Kennedy that handles more than

300,000 vehicles daily. 

But now, the semi-completion of Kennedy 
work to flow and reduce accidents means 
that all Loop-area entrances and exits will be 
open outbound, or westbound, from roughly 
the Eisenhower Expressway (I-290) Circle 
Interchange to the Hubbard’s Cave tunnel. 

It marks a welcome expansion of access 
points to the highway for drivers heading out 
of downtown. 

Specifically, the westbound Kennedy 
entrance ramps at Jackson Boulevard and 
Adams Street and the inbound, or eastbound, 
entrance at Madison Street are scheduled to 
reopen by Friday, weather permitting, accord- 
ing to IDOT. 

In addition, all four lanes in each direction 
will be back in service by week’s end with the 
return of the left lane adjacent to the medi- 
an from Van Buren to Lake streets, officials 
said. 

Meanwhile, three eastbound exit ramps—at 
Adams, Jackson and Monroe Street—will 
remain closed for reconstruction through win- 
ter, IDOT said, adding that those ramps are 
scheduled to open in spring.

“Until the eastbound exits reopen, Loop- 
bound drivers can use the Lake or Randolph 
street exits instead,” said Jacek Tyszkiewicz, 
IDOT project implementation engineer in the 
Chicago region. 

Instead of encountering three eastbound 
exit ramps in a row in quick succession, when 
the work is completed next year, drivers will 
have the option to use a single ramp to leave 
the Kennedy; the ramp then will split into indi- 
vidual exits at Adams and Jackson. Monroe will 
remain a separate exit. 

“The redesign segregates you from traffic a 
little better and reduces the number of poten- 
tial conflict points,” Tyszkiewicz said. 

Similarly, the redesign of the Kennedy’s 
center-entrance “suicide-merge” ramps was 
intended to boost safety by extending the 
merge pattern into traffic on the Kennedy, 
giving drivers more time and better sight lines 
to enter the expressway, officials said. 

Even with safety improvements introduced 
in the past five years, there still is at least one 
accident each day on the roughly mile-long 
section of the expressway, IDOT officials 
said.

Nightclub death toll rises to 112 


EJ PERM, Russia Four people were ordered 

to remain in jail Sunday pending an 
investigation into a nightclub fire that killed 
at least 112 people in Russia’s worst blaze in 
decades, investigators said. 

About 130 remained hospitalized, many 
in critical condition, with injuries from the 
early Saturday blaze, which witnesses said 
was sparked by onstage fireworks that shot 
into the decorative twig ceiling of the Lame 
Horse club in the Ural Mountains industrial 
city of Perm. Shocked and grieving relatives 
on Sunday began to bury the victims of the 
disaster. 


The federal Investigative Committee said 
the suspects—the club’s owner, the execu- 
tive director, the artistic director and a busi- 
nessman hired to install pyrotechnics on the 
night of the blaze —were ordered taken into 
custody Sunday by Leninsky District Court. 

The commitee’s Web site said the four 
were suspected of negligence causing mul- 
tiple deaths and violating fire safety rules 
causing multiple deaths. 

Russian news agencies named the owner 
as Anatoly Zak. The pyrotechnics expert 
was named as Sergei Dergunov by his lawyer, 
Yekaterina Golysheva.

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Behold the 
power of 
online video 


While new artists are using YouTube to pro- 
mote and release their music, traditional record 
labels also are harnessing the power that online 
video can create. 

At Chicago-based Victory Records, Eric 
Richter in new media said the label embraces 
the power of video—VicTorV is a free podcast 
that the label posts on its Web site, YouTube 
and iTunes. 

“There is such a large audience out there that 
it will automatically get 1,000 views. People 
want it now,” he said. 

The label also gets messages from bands on 
YouTube all the time and browses the site every 
once in a while looking for talent, Richter said. 

Even after signing an artist, Michele Flannery, 
music manager at YouTube, said that a label will 
continue to use YouTube as a promotional tool. 
‘A lot of these singer/songwriters have built up a 
fan base with their subscribers. There are peo- 
ple that have over 100,000 subscribers that get 
alerted whenever they upload a video,” she said. 

Musicians that were uber famous before the 
rise of YouTube have taken note of the power 
of online video—Nine Inch Nails officially 
released its song “Ghost” as an instrumental in 
2008, encouraging YouTube users to use it as 
soundtrack music in their homemade videos. 

“T think that when people do it, they are 
amazed when they see people are able to cre- 
ate something new from their music,” Flannery 
said.

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YouTube-based label is the ticket for Chicago rockers

Craig Benzine had weathered almost 10 years 
with his band, Chicago-based indie 
rockers Driftless Pony Club—self- 
releasing two albums along the way— 
with no luck. 

Then something clicked. YouTube. 
After playing around on the site, 
Benzine and his bandmates started 
experimenting with posting their 
own videos. Benzine said the band’s 
YouTube presence has helped Driftless 
Pony Club gain a growing national fan 
base and more recognition and financial 
success than they had ever seen before. 

Benzine credits the success to sign- 
ing with a new breed of music label: the 
DIY digital label. DFTBA Records, 
which stands for “Don’t Forget to 
Be Awesome,” is the first of its kind, 
according to Michele Flannery, music 
manager at YouTube, and signs only 
artists who already have made it big 
on YouTube. Partnering with musi- 
cians with an existing online fan base 
allows DFTBA to distribute its music 
faster and cheaper. 

Driftless Pony Club released its first 
money-making EP, “Expert” in August. 
The band members are fresh off of a 
West Coast tour and are planning 
another tour soon. “We've paid for the 
cost of it already, which is something 
we've never done before,” the Ukranian 
Village resident said of the EP. 

DFTBA records is the virtual 
brainchild of Alan Lastufka, 26, of 
Manhattan, Ill., and Hank Green, 29, 
of Missoula, Mont., fellow YouTube 
musicians who decided to combine 
their online super powers —they have 
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more than 5 million combined channel views — 
to start the music label in November 2008. 

By January, the pair, who have never met in 
person, started producing their own music. Their 
first release was Green’s CD, “So Jokes.” They 
next signed U.K. band Chameleon Circuit, a band 
that bases its music off of the popular UK. show 
“Doctor Who;” eleven other acts followed. 

“We really just wanted to provide a way to get 
the music out there,” Lastufka said. “Tt seems that 
bands always feel that they’re not getting what 
they want out of the labels—so much money is 
given to them up front that they can never give it 
back. We didn’t want to mess with any of that.” 

So far, all of the artists on DFTBAs label are 
musicians that Lastufka and Green sought out. 
Artists who already have enough music for an 
album can have CDs ready to ship and music 
on iTunes within five weeks of being signed, 
Lastufka said. Ifan artist or band needs help pro- 
ducing the music or setting up a tour, the label 
helps with that too, Lastufka said. 

The DFTBA formula seems to be working. 
Lastufka said they've already hit $185,000 in 
sales, nearly doubling their original sales goal 
for the year. The CDs sell for $6 to $12 each. 
The label has been succeeding chart-wise too. 
Green’s CD hit No. 22 on the Billboard Hits of 
the Web, and Chameleon Circuit made the Top 
100 Rock Albums chart on iTunes. Lastufka said 
he plans to quit his day job teaching mentally and 
physically challenged adults to manage the label 
full-time at some point. Flannery said she sees 
more artists using the site to launch their music 
careers, “and DFTBA is an example of people 
who have kind of taken that to the next level.” 

With an online community that is watch- 
ing hundreds of millions of videos everyday, 
YouTube has become a go-to launch pad for 
indie musicians.

“We have so many rising star stories, people 
who make little homemade videos and end up 
getting signed,” Flannery said. 

Consider the case of eclectic 23-year-old Zee 
Avi, who uploaded a video singing “No Christmas 
for Me,” got signed to Brushfire Records and 
played Bonnaroo this year. Priscilla Renea, 20, 
from Vero Beach, Fla., is another example —she 
uploaded a video of herself singing the dic- 
tionary, and now she’s signed to EMI’s Capitol 
Records with a CD dropping Dec. 1. 

Some aspiring artists say YouTube also is 
a vehicle to share their work without being
